On account of the prevailing Hydro-Electric Power 
shortage due to the natural flow of the rivers falling to a 
very low point, the Power Administrator of the Railroad 
Commission of the State of ‘California has issued Order 
No. 113 on August 19th, 1920, which reads as follows: 


1—The use of electric energy for power purposes, except, 
domestic use and us€ in connection with growing crops 
“and handling of perishable foods, shall be reduced twenty 
per cent. 


2—The use of electric energy for the irrigation of vacant 
lands and of lands from which crops have already been 
‘harvested, shall not be permitted during the present short- 
age. . 

3—The attention of consumers ot power for the irriga- 
tion of growing crops shall be called to the fact that unless

Strictions will become necessary. 


4—The power companies shall direct the attention of 
the city officials in their territory to the fact that electric 
energy used in street, sign and display lighing is being
